Subject 
“Social Behavior of the Spotted Hyena’”’ 


One of the most misunderstood and least 
studied animals in Africa is the hyena. Most 
people think of them as cackling, ugly 
scavengers, but in actual fact they are 
predators in their own right, comparable to 
the wolf. Laurence Frank began his study of 
hyenas in 1979 following two earlier studies, 
one in the 1930’s and one in the 1960’s. Join 
him for a slide/lecture when he will discuss 
his findings - the overall social organization, 
kinship relations, dispersal of young, female 
dominance, predation, the unusual female 
genital anatomy and behavior, general 
biology and conservation status of the 
hyena. 


Laurence Frank obtained a Masters in 
Ecology at the University of Aberdeen in 
Scotland, and is currently a graduate student 
at the Museum of Vertebrate Zoology at U.C. 
Berkeley. He has done research on red foxes 
in Scotland, arctic foxes in the Aleutian 
Islands, and pesticides and predatory birds 
in Africa.

Penguins in The Park 
On June 26! 


On Sunday, June 26, the Steinhart Aquarium 
will unveil a brand new display of 15 baby 
penguins! To help celebrate, a playful full- 
grown penguin will be giving away penguin 
balloons on the front steps of the Academy 
of Sciences beginning at 10:00 a.m. 


The new exhibit was made possible by a gift 
from Mr. Lester Gunther of Hillsborough 
who is a Friend of the Academy. All of the 
penguins are captive-bred black-footed 
penguins purchased from zoos and 
aquariums in the U.S. In the wild, black- 
footed penguins live off the coast of South 
Africa and are endangered. 


There is a general misconception that all 
penguins are restricted to the icebergs and 
frozen glaciers of Antarctica. Actually, most 
penguin species live along the warmer 
shores of Australia, South America and 
various oceanic islands. The new display 
will be unique in housing these penguins 
with fishes and invertebrates found in their 
natural environments.
